IN THE CLAIMS : 

Claims 5 and 6 have been amended as follows: 

5. (Amended) The magnetic rubber composition for encoder according to claim 1, 
[2, 3 or 4, characterized in that] wherein the magnetic rubber composition for encoder further 
contains 0.1 to 10 parts of vulcanization agent per 100 parts of hydrogenated nitrile butadiene 
rubber with 15 to 50% of acrylonitrile amount and 80 to 99% of hydrogenation ratio. 

6. (Amended) The magnetic rubber composition for an encoder according to claim 
1, [2, 3, 4 or 5, characterized in that] wherein the magnetic rubber composition for encoder 
further contains 2 to 30 parts of carbon black per 100 parts of the hydrogenated nitrile 
butadiene rubber with 15 to 50% of acrylonitrile amount and 80 to 99% of hydrogenation 
ratio.
